If you’re having one tooth pulled, your dentist will probably give you a shot in your gum for the
pain.

Sometimes part of the tooth they’re pulling breaks off. If that happens, they may have to cut
away the gum and bone to get at the rest of the tooth.

Then, they remove it.

Of course, if smoking gives you gum disease, you might have to have 15 teeth pulled at once,
like 1 did.

The pain that comes with that is just something you’ll have to get used to.
